theories, scientific men hnd subslantinlh 
united upon this : thai Iho only eleiuenls 
practically needed to bo considered by Ihe 
farmer, as plaul food, v,-ero polash, phos- 
phoric acitl, and nitrogen, nnd asserting 
thnt tho structure nud mnleritil of plant* 
were perfectly understood, ho cnmo to Iho 
ijuestion wholber the theories of thocbeun*t 
could bo mndo available bv tho farmer. 
In n word, whether nil HIH knowledge could 
bi> sn nilojilcd ar.d adapted by the farmer as 
to profitnlily increp-se his crops. At first tho 
professorvr-nsso scientific tlmtsomo doubted 
whether bo wns a fnnuer, nnd nflerwnrds be. 
showed himself so prnctit-nl ns to lend them 
lo lose Eight iu n degree, of his science. As 
n mutter of fact, ho has conducted the ex- 
poriiueuls, persouolly, nl tho Amherst Agri- 
cultural College, for years, having been 
llieretoforo n farmer. 
While ho earnestly 


advises every fnruier lo husbnud. all tho 
mammal resources of his farm, ho declares 
that the chemical fertilizer which ho has 
usad, is tho cheapest nnd best of any. Thnt 
is lo i(iy: a farmer cannot afford lo buy. at 
Ihe market rale, barn-yanl manure. 
The 


importance of llio mtdr*ss was proved by 
Ihe fnol thnt Ihe conclusions of the spenkcr 
wcro supported by the statistics of crops 
nctually grown. 


Tho statements of Professor Stockbridgo 


were particularly clear, and (ho enthusiasm 
ho exhibited wns warranted by his proofs. 
Tho experiments upon which he based his 
p.iusuiuo hopes for Ibe future of New l-'ug- 
land agriculture have beeii continued lor a 
series of ye.irs, ami Ibey havo beeu dupli- 
cnled by nl Icasl one or two Mnssachusetls 
farmers.
